This  list  presents  an  unusual  opportunity  to  those 
desirous  of  securing  high-class  ornamental  plants  in 
small  sizes  at  decidedly  low  prices.  When  these  plants 
have  made  a  foot  or  two  of  growth  they  may  be  used  in 
the  planting  of  your  own  grounds  or  profitably  sold  to 
home  owners  in  your  vicinity. 

PLANTING  AND  CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

There  is  no  particular  difficulty  or  mystery  connected 
with  the  planting  or  growing  of  the  baby  evergreens 
which  we  ship  to  you.  Prepare  the  ground  as  you  would 
for  any  garden  crop,  if  possible  applying  a  good  coating 
of  well-rotted  manure  which  may  be  plowed  under  or 
harrowed  into  the  soil.  Do  not  apply  any  commercial 
fertilizer  or  lime,  since  evergreens  on  the  whole  resent 
the  presence  of  these  two  materials  in  the  soil.  The  rows 
can  be  marked  out  eighteen  inches  apart  and  the  plants 
set  out  in  the  rows  at  a  distance  of  6  to  8  inches  between 
the  plants.  Plant  the  evergreens  just  as  you  would  a 
cabbage  plant,  taking  care  to  set  them  at  the  proper 
depth  and  firming  the  soil  about  the  plant  with  the  foot. 
If  the  soil  is  not  sufficiently  moist  when  planting  it  is 
advisable  to  moisten  the  soil  around  the  roots.  Keep 
the  plants  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds  and  if  dry 
spells  occur  during  the  first  growing  season  after  planting 
it  will  pay  to  apply  water  to  the  soil  about  the  roots. 
Early  in  the  second  spring  after  planting,  the  plants  should 
be  carefully  dug  with  a  ball  of  earth  and  transplanted 
at  a  greater  distance  apart  so  as  to  allow  for  additional 
growth  without  crowding.  Any  trimming  designed  to 
shape  up  the  individual  plant  or  to  promote  a  dense 
growth  of  the  foliage  should  be  done  in  the  spring  before 
growth  starts.
